The Tabor Academy Drama Company will be 
performing Metamorphoses on November 1, November 2 
and November 3 at the Will Parker Black Box Theater at 
7:30 pm each night. After production in Marion, the group 
will take the show overseas to England for production at 
multiple venues in the spring of 2008. 

Director and producer Director Richard Van Voris 
worked with Tabor senior co-producer and choreographer 
Johanna Wickemeyer to craft this moving and provocative 
play that will entertain and stimulate the emotions of all 
those who will see it. 

''Metamorphoses is a challenging an interesting 
production/' Mr. Van Voris said. "It is a retelling of the 
Ovid myth — the Greek myth including (the tales of) 
Midas and Orpheus. It was written by a woman at North- 
western University named Mary Zimmerman ... and it 
was nominated for a Tony Award." 

Ms. Zimmerman's play is based on an ancient 
poet Ovid's extensive epic poems about the history of 
earth's creation as based on Greek myths. This modern 
interpretation of those myths will be portrayed in short 
scenes expressed through movement, live music and 
dialogue. Some of the musical numbers are original and 
written by the Tabor musicians.

Y's present Camp Massasoit location, the YMCA with the 
help of the Salty Dog Ranch, has been hosting this tri- 
town tradition for 16 years. With an army of tiny witches, 
superheroes, pirates, cats and dogs invading the premises, 
the YMCA had prepared a evening of activities, games 
and ghost stories that was much more treat than trick. 

The genesis of the event is rooted in Ken Da- 
wicki's Salty Dog Ranch where Mr. Dawicki used to offer 
Halloween hayrides to the people of Mattapoisett about 
20 years ago when his children were small and involved 
in little league and school events. Mr. Dawicki would 
invite families out to his property on Achushnet Road 
where he would he would cart them around on an old 
hay covered trailer with his tractor. 

"I had my kids and people would just come out 
and have fun," he said. "We wanted to do this for the 
little kids so we never made the ride a haunted hayride, 
because we didn't want to scare the little ones." 

One of the people who used to attend Mr. 
Dawicki' s hayrides was YMCA director Gary Schuyler, 
whose son was a friend of Mr. Dawicki' s son, Scott. When 
the Mattapoisett YMCA opened in 1992, Mr. Schuyler 
approached his friend to see if he would be interested in 
bringing the hayride to the camp on the edge of Matta- 
poisett Harbor. Mr. Dawicki agreed on the condition that 
the ride would not turn into a haunted hayride because he 
wanted it to remain toddler friendly. The two agreed and 
the YMCA has been hosting the event ever since.

on the Southcoast. Between now and the holiday season, 
the arts calendar is filled with world-class performers 
playing dates throughout the region. On Sunday night, 
October 28, the Mattapoisett Congregational Church 
welcomed the Providence Mandolin Orchestra to Reynard 
Hall for an evening of stringed delights. 

Originally the concert was to include a dual 
performance by the combined talents of the PMO and the 
Ensemble a Plectre de Toulouse. The French orchestra was 
not able to make their scheduled appearance due to an 
Air France strike that left the musicians stranded on their 
native soil. This did not, however, diminish the night's en- 
tertainment in any way as the ensemble from Providence 
gave an outstanding performance of compositions that 
spanned the history of the mandolin and its many musical 
cousins. 

The Providence Mandolin Orchestra, under the 
supervision of musical director Mark Davis, is one of the 
nation's leading mandolin orchestras. The group performs 
on a regular basis throughout Southern New England and 
also makes many national and international appearances. 
The thirty-piece ensemble has been in existence since 1971 
and was founded by the late Hibbard Perry Mr. Davis 
said that the group carries on the tradition in honor of 
their founder and former instructor who mentored many 
of the members of the Orchestra during their student 
years. 

Sunday's performance was one of pure aural 
pleasure. In an evening that included a program full of 
superb performances, the PMO saved some of their finest 
efforts for several pieces that had personal connections to 
the ensemble. Orchestra member Owen Hartford penned 
two of the selections performed by the group while Direc- 
tor Davis composed a third. The night's musical highlight 
was a rendition of a composition by the late Japanese

composer, Yasuo Kuwahara, ''Song of Japanese Autumn/' 
In introducing the piece, Mr. Davis said, 'This is a compo- 
sition by someone who we considered a friend. A person 
we lost too soon and we'd like to perform this 'Song of 
Japanese Autumn' in his honor." 

The song gave the audience a full idea of the 
width and breadth of the sonic capacity of a mandolin 
orchestra, which is not unlike that of a chamber ensemble. 
Alone, a mandolin is a quiet instrument. When combined 
with other like instruments and complimented by musi- 
cal cousins the mandocello, mandola, classical guitar and 
bass, the sound is rich and full. When played by a group 
as talented as the PMO, the music soars and shimmers in 
an impressionistic arc of sound.

After a Salute to the Flag and a moment of silence 
for those serving our country oveseas, Mr. Hartley noted 
all zoning by-law changes on the warrant this evening 
would require a two-thirds majority vote to pass, while all 
others would only need a simple majority. 

Under ARTICLE 1, voters were asked to amend 
the town's Personnel By-Laws so as to reduce the number 
of members on the Personnel Board from six to four with 
each member serving three-year terms. The reason for 
making the change, according to members of the Person- 
nel Board, was that recent history has dictated that it has 
been difficult to achieve a quorum and allow the board to 
function.

Under ARTICLE 2, voters were asked to amend 
the town's so-called Backlot By-Law Legal interpretation 
of the current by-law requires no further subdivision of 
the remaining property This change would relieve the 
constraint and make explicit a backlot requirement that 
such a lot could be achieved by subdivision. 

Article 2 passed unanimously 

Under ARTICLE 3, voters were asked to amend 
the town's Common Driveway By-Law. 

As currently written, it is not possible to ap- 
ply this by-law to achieve a Common Driveway within 
a subdivision application. The proposed change would 
rectify this. Since the by-law was under consideration, the 
Planning Board saw the opportunity to remove detailed 
design criteria as these are now properly codified in the 
"Rules and Regulations Governing Subdivisions.'' In ad- 
dition, signage and street address protocol is updated to 
be consistent with new "911" guidelines. 

Article 3 passed unanimously. 

Under ARTICLE 4, voters were asked to amend 
the Flexible Development By-Law. 

For Flexible Development projects there have 
been difficulties in defining the "Basic Maximum Num- 
ber" of lots allowable during Special Permit proceedings. 
The recent 115-lot Connet Woods application on the Striar 
property led to this proposal. In addition, some difficul- 
ties experienced with disposition of the Open Space for 
Bogview Estates, which is the Thistle Lane community 
permitted under this by-law, led to expansion and refine- 
ment of the options. During review, the board found some 
other features, which needed updates. 

According to Town Planner Randall Kunz, 
adoption of Article 4 would allow the Planning Board 
to review development projects in terms of "allowable 
density" and determine individual lot sizes. "We had

some difficulty with flexible development in town ... with 
having the property deeded/' Mr. Kunz said. 

Tax Collector Tom Gayoski questioned how liens 
on such property would be enforced if the town needed 
to. 

Town Counsel Blair Bailey noted the town could 
file suit and would have to be more proactive in going 
after such liens in the future. 

With that. Article 4 passed unanimously. 

Under ARTICLE 5, voters were asked to amend 
the Zoning By-Laws to permit Special Residential Devel- 
opment. 

The Special Residential Development by-law en- 
abled The Pines at Hathaway Pond and Trailside Estates 
which has "broken ground'' on the north end of Snipa- 
tuit Road. The by-law itself works well but the Planning 
Board seeks to add landscaping requirements to be certain 
future projects come out at least as attractive as The Pines. 

Article 5 passed unanimously. 

Under ARTICLE 6, voters were asked to amend 
the Soil By-Law to require a $200 filing fee and agricul- 
tural plan be submitted for all projects. The Soil Board 
needs a plan to comprehend the extent of an application 
and to determine when a project is completed, according 
to Town Planner Randall Kunz.

al jobs. "Once you make it a by-law, there's no exceptions 
to it/' he said. 'That's just my issue with this." 

"The Soil Board has found it really awkward to 
approve an application when they have no designation of 
how large or small a job is and they have no way to deter- 
mine when a job is complete," Mr. Kunz said. 

"We have eight to ten permits open in town right 
now ... this is for people who are removing sand and 
selling it," said Soil Board member Ron Belrose. "This is 
not for small projects. We, as members of the Soil Board, 
need some type of document to follow, not just something 
drawn up on the back of an envelope."

ing "for applications exceeding 10,000 cubic yards" at the 
end of the wording. 

The motion to amend carried via majority vote, 30 

to 10. 

"We have to have something in our hand to guide 
us so when we vote and approve Earth Removal Permits, 
we have something to fall back on," said Soil Board mem- 
ber Gary Florindo. 

"Fm getting the feeling not everyone understands 
this (by-law), so I think we should table it," suggested 
resident Lena Bourque. 

With that. Article 6 was table indefinitely. 

Under ARTICLE 7, voters were asked to modify 
the Soil By-Law so as to limit the amount of heavy truck 
traffic associated with various earth removal projects by 
prohibiting the importing of materials other than those 
needed for restoration purposes. 

Heavy truck traffic for soil removal is an imposi- 
tion on the surrounding residents. Importation of material 
for the purpose of mixing with indigenous material to 
make it more salable simply adds to the imposition. 

"This would give us some type of by-law to 
protect us from this situation," said Soil Board member 
Gary Florindo. "If we don't have some sort of by-law, the 
Earth Removal Permit can go from 10,000 to 20,000 cubic 
yards. Projects will last a year instead of the five months 
as requested in the hearing." 

Article 7 passed via majority vote. 

Under ARTICLE 8, voters were asked to amend 
the Soil By-Law to limit legitimate restoration of an ap- 
proved project requiring stone in the form of rip-rap for 
retention of slopes and side walls. 

Approval of the proposed amendment might 
limit legitimate restoration of an approved project requir- 
ing stone in the form of rip-rap.

DOGS AND PICKUP TRUCKS 

My dog loves to ride in the cargo area of our -pickup truck. 
He is a big dog with a heavy coat. My question is how cold is 
too cold to let him travel in the hack? 
I fear that you may be worried about garter snakes in 
a rattle snake pit. Hundreds of dogs die annually from 
jumps from pickup truck cargo beds. Dogs see another 
dog and want to play, they lean over the edge too far 
or are thrown out during an emergency avoidance ma- 
neuver or accident. Fractured legs are also common. 

If you must keep the dog in the cargo bed con- 
sider a cap. It will provide safety from jumping as well 
as windchill. 

The temperature that can be tolerated by any 
specific dog varies massively and depends to a large 
degree on acclimation. A dog that is kept outdoors in a 
dog house will be able to stand much colder conditions 
for longer than a housepet.

sisting of thorough examination of the Rochester senior 
center operation based on the nine national standards, an 
on-site peer review was held on September 26 and 27.

The Accreditation 
Process ensures that the minimum standards of senior 
center operation are being met, in order to best meet 
and reflect the needs and interests of Rochester's Senior 
Citizen community The nine standards include: Purpose, 
Program, Governance, Fiscal, Human Resources / Admin- 
istration, Evaluation, Community, Records and Reports, 
and Facility.

chance to hear Finzi's haunting quartet and the peculiarly 
native melodies of Ginastera, whose work, writes one 
music historian, combines ''exhilarating rhythmic energy, 
captivating lyricism and hallucinatory atmosphere.'' 

In March the South Coast Chamber Music Society 
literally pulls out all the stops. In concerts that feature 
organ, harpsichord, and voice, in addition to flute, oboe, 
viola and cello, the power of chamber music to move 
audiences deeply will be amply demonstrated. 

The concert offers selections by Ludwig Krebs, 
Gabriel Faure, and Rudolf Escher. Krebs, who was taught 
by Johann Sebastian Bach, devoted his life to the organ 
and achieved a reputation second only to his master's. In 
his Fantasie, Krebs showcases what some have called his 
impressive "dramatic power," and will make devotees of 
the organ and of J.S. Bach's music deeply satisfied. 

Then, too, the concert offers a Trio Sonata by 
Mozart and Le Tombeau de Ravel by Rudolf Escher. 
Although much of Escher 's work was destroyed during 
wartime bombing in Rotterdam, thankfully his transcrip- 
tion for orchestra of six epigraphs by Debussy survives. 

In this tribute to one of his major influences, 
Escher employs the harpsichord to stunning effect, as will 
be clear when SCCMS audiences hear the virtuoso play-

Mattapoisett Tax Bills 

The second quarter of the 2008 Preliminary Tax 
Bills are due November 1. Tax bills were mailed on June 
30 with payment coupons for both the first and second 
quarters attached at the bottom of the bills and the receipt 
portion at the top. Taxpayers should have retained the 
second quarter payment coupon for payment due by 
November 1. Notices of due dates will appear quarterly 
in The Wanderer, on the Town's website, on local cable TV 
and on the Lion's Club board on Route 6. There will be a 
50-cent charge for reprinting a tax bill. 

Taxpayers are encouraged to register for making 
online payments on the eBill website at www.mcc.net. By 
using eBill taxpayers can have their payments withdrawn 
from their checking or savings accounts or can make pay- 
ments using MasterCard, American Express and Discover 
credit cards. Payments can be made using eBill until 11:59 
pm on the due date of November 1. 

To avoid long lines at the Tax Collector's Office, 
taxpayers are encouraged to mail their payments to P.O. 
Box 1596 or deposit payments in the new mail slot located 
near the back corner of Town Hall. 

According to state statute failure to receive a tax 
bill does not relieve the taxpayer of the requirement to 
pay the tax bill and any resulting interest if the payment 
is late. If payment is not received in the Collector's Office 
by the due date, interest shall accrue daily at a rate of 14 
percent in accordance with state law Any accrued interest 
for the first and/ or second quarters shall appear on the 
third quarter coupon on the Actual Tax Bill in January. It 
is the property owner's responsibility to insure taxes are

Brothers Grim

The Darjeeling Limited, Starring Owen Wilson, Adrien Brody, 
and Jason Schwartzman. Directed by Wes Anderson. Running 
time: 91 minutes. MPAA rating: R. 

Enlightenment will elude you when you're looking for it, and find 
you when you're not. That's a possible theme of The Darjeeling Limited, 
the new exercise in melancholia from Wes Anderson {Rushmore, The Royal 
Tenenhaums). The movie unfolds in the same precisely compartmental- 
ized place as Anderson's other films — in his head, really Disappointed 
people slouch in the dead center of symmetrical compositions while the 
soundtrack ushers in mournful French singers or Kinks B-sides. It's a 
remarkably consistent universe, and Anderson — happily for his fans, 
unhappily for his detractors — shows no signs of wanting to leave it. 
Or does he? 

Head and face swathed in bandages from a suicide attempt (an 
unintended tabloid irony), Owen Wilson's Francis Whitman has called 
his younger brothers Peter (Adrien Brody) and Jack (Jason Schwartz- 
man) to join him in India for a train trip. They haven't spoken since their 
father's funeral a year ago, and Francis, who issues commands in the 
passive-aggressive form of suggestions ("Can we agree on that?" is his 
familiar refrain; "No" is not an optional response), seems to think only 
a ride on the Darjeeling Limited will clear their heads and bring them 
together. That, and frequent touristy stops to sample Indian rituals and 
make themselves feel spiritually connected. 

Unfortunately for Francis' well-laid plans (his laminated itinerar- 
ies recalling Dignan's "75-year plan" in Anderson and Wilson's debut 
Bottle Rocket), this is a Wes Anderson film, where disconnection prevails. 
This is the second Anderson movie in a row (after The Life Aquatic with 
Steve Zissou) in which people are shoehorned together on transporta- 
tion while never feeling more isolated. Jack, nursing his hurt over his 
ex-girlfriend (Natalie Portman, who appears in the film's short prelude 
Hotel Chevalier), throws himself into a fling with comely stewardess 
Rita (Amara Karan). Peter wears his father's prescription glasses even 
though they give him headaches. All three brothers dose themselves 
out of unhappiness with various Indian anodynes. 

The Darjeeling Limitedhas the rambling, random quality of life; India 




is an unpredictable place where real pain coexists with deep pleasure, 
and the Whitman brothers do their best to laminate it and impose 
their will on it. The folly of this is neatly encapsulated in an anecdote 
when Peter buys a cobra, which escapes its skull-and-crossbones box. 
You can't put India in a box, and for the first time, Anderson's tight 
rectangular compositions seem insufficient to take it all in. The movie 
finds Anderson straining to peel away his mannerisms and respond 
to a world outside the ones he usually so meticulously designs. (The 
train is fictional, but is similar to the Darjeeling Himalayan Railway.) 
Written by Anderson along with Schwartzman and his cousin Roman 
Coppola, the script drifts into tragedy, from which the brothers seem 
to learn nothing because they treat it as something to be learned from 
— again, imposing design on chaos — rather than something real to be 
responded to honestly. Only during a late-inning encounter in which 
nothing much happens do the brothers seem to get the true point of 
their journey. 

Much like Jack, who compulsively puts Peter Sarstedt on his iPod to 
woo the objects of his desire and writes transparently autobiographical 
stories ("The characters dixe fictional," he keeps protesting), Anderson has 
wanted to forge clean, crisp art out of the slop and hysteria of emotional 
life. The Darjeeling Limited — preceded as it is by Hotel Chevalier, perhaps 
his most rigidly formalist work ever — seems to point towards a brave 
new world for Anderson. The characters inhabit that same Anderson 
headspace I talked about earlier (the movie's title doesn't just refer to 
the train), but by the end they've cast that off along with the burdens 
of their past. It's a beautiful film.

CHAPTER IV Section J 
Subdivision Improvement Maintenance Trust 

1 . All subdivision hereinafter created under the 
"Rules and Regulations of the Mattapoisett Plan- 
ning Board" shall have an accompanying "Land- 
owner Trust" created by the subdivider, which shall 
be responsible for preservation and maintenance 
of all subdivision roadways, ways, right of way, 
common areas, open space, subdivision utilities, 
easements, drainage improvements, subdivision 
improvements and the like, except with respect to 
subdivision roads that have been accepted by the 
Town as public ways. 

2. Said Trust shall be created in a form approved by 
the Mattapoisett Planning Board. The Landowner 
Trust shall be recorded simultaneously with the 
recording of said subdivision plan at the Plymouth 
County Registry of Deeds. 

3. All owners of land within the subdivision shall 
be required to be members as a condition of subdi- 
vision approval. 

4. All subdivision roadways, ways, right of way, 
common areas, open space, subdivision utilities, 
easements, drainage improvements, subdivision 
improvements and the like shall be deeded into 
and maintained by said Landowner Trust. Said 
subdivider shall provide the Mattapoisett Planning 
Board with a recorded copy of both the Landowner 
Trust and Deed of Improvements into said Trust. 

5. Said Landowner Trust shall vest equal percent- 
age of all Lot owners in said underlying subdivi- 
sion. 

6. As a condition of approval, the Landowner 
Trust, in the opinion of the Planning Board, shall 
be sufficiently funded and then require monthly or 
yearly funding by individual lot owners to allow 
for sufficient funding of initial and projected repair, 
maintenance and replacement costs. 

7. The Landowner Trust shall be responsible for 
writing to the individual lot owners at least twice 
per year to provide a report on the status of subdi- 
vision improvements and funding, including: (1): 
the yearly cost of maintenance and repairs for that 
calendar year; and (2): the yearly cost of mainte- 
nance and repairs projected for the following ten 
individual lot owners and remind the individual 
lot owners of any obligation that the owners may 
have to maintain improvements, including drainage 
swales or berms or other strutures located on thier 
individual lots, for instance by periodic mowing 
or cleaning and by not planting trees and other 
landscaping in drainage swales.

Recyclables are picked up twice a month in Roch- 
ester on Thursday. Acceptable items include: clean dry 
newspapers, newspaper inserts, magazines, phone books, 
soda bottles (#1), liquor bottles (#1), detergent bottles 
(#2), milk jugs (#2), glass jars (brown, clear and green), 
aluminum and tin cans (food containers only). They have 
also recently added corrugated cardboard to the list which 
is picked up once a month on Thursday (Route 1 and 3 on 
the third Thursday, Route 2 and 4 on the fourth Thurs- 
day). 

The program does NOT accept: plastic bags or 
ties, junk mail, other plastic containers (#3, #4, #5, #6, or 
#7), eating utensils, film bags, polystyrene, juice packs, 
milk cartons, motor oil or chemical containers, paint cans, 
aerosol cans, caps and lids, plate glass and mirrors, ceram- 
ics and statuettes, dinnerware or china, decorated bottles, 
or light bulbs and tubes. 

Residents are asked to crush all cardboard boxes 
flat and tie them together to prevent blowing around, 
to place mixed recyclables in the recycling bin, to place 
newspapers in a separate recycling bin or in paper bags, 
to place magazines in bags or bin with newspapers or tie 
them separately, to rinse and drain all containers so they
